It 
affords  the  means  of  a thorough  education  in  the  essential  and  higher 
departments  of  learning  ; providing,  at  the  same  time,  for  all  the  artistic 
and  ornamental  branches. 

The  locality  is  central,  and  unsurpassed  in  point  of  healthfulness, 
beauty,  and  convenience. 

SYSTEM  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  plan  of  the  course  is  coextensive  with  that  of  colleges  for  young 
men,  and  thus  thorough  scholarship  may  be  secured  by  all  who  pass 
regularly  through  the  prescribed  range  of  study. 

Very  superior  facilities  are  afforded  to  young  ladies  who  wish  to  pur- 
sue the  higher  branches  of  a collegiate  education. 

The  French  department  is  in  charge  of  the  most  competent  native 
teachers. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  instructors  to  quicken  the  mental  powers — to 
create  the  love  of  study,  so  that  the  duties  of  the  school-room,  instead 
of  a task,  will  be  a pleasure. 

THE  NATURAL  SCIENCES. 

A new  and  complete  set  of  apparatus  is  used  in  Chemical  and  Philo- 
sophical experiments. 

ELOCUTION. 


The  art  of  elocution  is  made  a prominent  branch  of  study 
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MORAL  CULTURE. 

The  Bible  is  a familiar  book,  and  its  inspired  inculcations  form  the 
basis  of  moral  culture. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  government  is  mild  without  weakness,  and  efficient  without  aus- 
terity. Its  aim  is  to  awaken  self-respect  in  the  mind  of  the  pupil,  and 
a sense  of  moral  obligation  that  will  secure  the  strictest  propriety  of 
conduct  in  the  school-room,  and  in  all  the  intercourse  of  the  scholars 
with  their  instructors,  and  with  each  other. 

BOARDING. 

Scholars  from  abroad  are  received  into  the  family  of  the  Principal, 
where  they  are  surrounded  by  all  the  influences  of  a well-ordered  Chris- 
tian home. 


RULES  ESSENTIAL  TO  PROGRESS. 

1.  Punctuality. — Occasional  absence  from  school  is  a great  hindrance 
to  progress,  and  should  be  avoided  as  far  as  possible. 

2.  Home  Duties. — Regular  hours  (two  at  least  each  day)  should  be 
set  apart  at  home  for  study.  In  this  matter  there  ought  to  be  system, 
and  no  ordinary  circumstance  should  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  the 
observance  of  this  rule.  For  those  pupils  who  reside  in  the  family  of 
the  Principal,  the  study  hours  are  from  3 J to  4£,  and  from  7i  to  8£, 
p.m.  As  the  teachers  have  no  control  over  day  scholars  after  they 
leave  the  school-room,  this  arrangement  is  entirely  with  the  parents,  and 
they  must  insist  upon  it,  or  there  cannot  be  a desirable  measure  of  pro- 
gress. As  soon  as  the  pupil  is  inspired  with  the  love  of  study,  the  rule 
will  take  care  of  itself,  and  will  be  observed  from  choice. 

3.  Every  pupil  should  have  studies  enough  to  require  effort,  and 
compel  the  mind  to  work,  otherwise  habits  of  indolence  will  be  formed, 
and  the  mind  will  become  sluggish  and  dull. 

4.  No  pupil  should  have  more  studies  than  can  be  pursued  with 

thoroughness.  The  aim  should  be  to  make  perfect  recitations ; and  the  c 
number  of  studies  should  be  regulated,  in  each  particular  case,  accord-  ( 
ing  to  the  capacity  or  progress  of  the  pupil,  so  that  this  end,  with  K 
proper  diligence,  can  be  secured.  (c 
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5.  A course  of  profitable  reading  should  be  systematically  pursued 
by  each  pupil  at  home.  "When  desired,  this  course  will  be  marked  out 
by  the  Principal.  Ordinary  Novels  and  Romances  should  be  prohibited 
as  the  very  bane  of  substantial  progress. 


GOUftSS  M STUDY. 


The  classes  are  arranged  in  three  departments  : the  Primary,  Acade- 
mic, and  Collegiate. 


PRIMARY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  branches  taught  in  this  department  are  Reading,  Spelling,  Defi- 
nition and  Use  of  Words,  Penmanship,  Arithmetic,  History,  Geography, 
English  Grammar,  First  Lessons  in  Drawing,  &c. 


ACADEMIC  DEPARTMENT. 


This  department  includes  the  following  studies : English  Grammar, 
with  exercises  in  Analysis,  Geography,  Physical  Geography,  Arithmetic, 
Ancient  and  Modern  History,  Algebra,  Natural  Philosophy,  Natural 
History,  Astronomy,  English  Literature,  Latin,  German,  French,  Draw- 
ing, &c. 

COLLEGIATE  DEPARTMENT. 


In  this  department  the  studies  pursued  are  Algebra,  Geometry, 
Trigonometry,  Chemistry,  Botany,  Rhetoric,  Physiology,  Natural  Theo- 
logy, Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  Astronomy,  Geology,  Logic,  Evi- 
dences of  Christianity,  Elements  of  Criticism,  Butler’s  Analogy,  Latin, 
Greek,  German,  French,  Drawing,  &c. 

Instruction  in  Reading,  Penmanship,  Orthography,  Punctuation,  and 
Defining,  will  be  continued  throughout  the  course. 

Compositions  required  from  all  the  members  of  the  School. 

Lectures  will  be  delivered  during  the  year,  on  Physiology,  Chemistry, 
Natural  Philosophy,  Mental  and  Moral  Science,  Astronomy,  &c. 

Pupils  are  received  into  any  class  for  which  they  are  prepared,  and 
those  who  do  not  wish  to  pursue  the  full  course,  may  select  optional 
studies. 


DIVISION  OF  THE  YEAR  AND  VACATIONS. 


The  next  Academic  year  begins  on  Monday,  September  12th,  1859, 
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and  is  divided  into  two  Sessions  of  twenty  weeks  each.  The  second 
session  of  the  year  begins  on  Monday,  February  6th,  1860. 

Pupils  are  received  either  by  the  Year  or  Session.  Full  price  will  be 
charged  for  each  Session,  except  in  case  of  protracted  illness,  when  the 
loss  will  be  equally  divided  between  the  Institution  and  the  patron. 

There  is  a vacation  of  a week  during  the  holidays.
